New York, Feb. 25.—In a drizzling 


rain and in the presence of a brilliant 
assemblage, amidst cheering and the 
roar of cannon, the German emperor's 
new 
schooner-yacht 
Meteor 
was 


launched from Shooter's island today. 
Unlike the weather the arrangements 
were perfect and no untoward inci- 
dent marred the occasion. The presi- 
dent, Mrs. and Miss Roosevelt, Prince 
Henry and the distinguished party ac- 
companying them were enthusiastical- 
ly cheered on arriving at the platform 
built just back of the bow 
of 
the 


Moteor. Without delay, after greetings 
had been exchanged, Alias Roosevelt 
stepped iorward, and taking hold of a 
silver-covered bottle containing Ger- 
man champagne, broko on the side of 
the vessel. Immediately she seized a 
silver axe and severed the rope which 
released the weights 
holding 
the 


Meteor. The vessel went gracefully 
into the water with the American flag 
breaking out at the taffrail. American 
and German national airs were played 
and from the scores of cral'l contain- 
ing excursionists came enthusiastic 
cheering. Mibt, Koosovolt wore a dress 
of sapphire blue velvet, a large black 
hat trimmed \vith 
ostrich 
feathers, 


and a fur muff and boa. 


BLONDIN ARRESTED. 
' 


New York Suspect Said To Have Been 


Identified. 


New York, Feb. 
25.—Joseph Wil- 


frid Blondin, who was accused of the 
murder of his 
wife, 
near Boston, 


Mass., last June, by cutting off her 
head, was arrested at police headquar- 
ters in New York today. He had gone 
to headquarters to take an examina- 
tion for an engineer's license. He .vas 
identified by a representative of the 
Boston police. A few days ago Blondin 
came to police headquarters and ap- 
plied in the bureau of boiler inspec- 
tion'for an engineer's license. A post- 
er printed by the Boston 
police de- 


partment, on which was a portrait of 
Blondin and a full description, and 
also a specimen of his handwriting, 
was pasted on the wall of the office of 
the bureau. A roundsman noticed the 
resemblance 
between the applicant 


and the Blondin picture while Blondin 
himself was looking at it one day. 
The 
roundsman notified 
Detective 


Captain Titus and the captain also 
thought the resemblance between the 
man and the picture was close enough 
to warrant a suspicion. A telegram 
was sent to the Boston police and yes- 
terday a detectie of that city was sent 
here to make the identification. Blon- 
din was told to be at police headquar- 
ters at eleven o'clock today for an en- 
gineer's examination. The Boston de- 
tective as soon as he saw the man 
said he was Blondin. The accused 
man made no resistance. lie was 
taken to the detective 
bureau and 


there he said he was Joseph Bernard, 
twenty-eight years of age, a French 
Canadian, single, and a fireman. He 
said he lived at Eightieth street and 
Madison avenue. Ho refused to say 
anything olso other than to declare 
that he was not Blondin.

Golden Bracelet

New York, Feb. 25.—From Shoot- 


ers' island the president and Prince 
Henry returned to the Hohonxollorn 
where luncheon was served. Prior lo 
the luncheon a 
golden 
bracelet, in 


which was sot a small picture of Kai- 
ser William, was presented to Miss 
Alice Roosevelt by Prince Henry, it 
being the emperor's gilt to the young 
woman as sponsor of tho new yacht 
Meteor. Tho lunch was finished by 
three o'clock and at 3:10 o'clock the 
president and Miss Roosevelt entered 
a carriage and were driven to the 
Twenty-third street ferry and lett Jer- 
sey City for Washington at 3:55 p. m. 
Prince Henry and several ot his offi- 
cers boarded the navy yard tug Vigi- 
lant a'nd werelanded at the Battery 
where an immense crowd had gath- 
ered in Battery park to do him honor. 
As the prince stepped ashore he was 
greeted by Mayor Low's private secre- 
tary, and as the party walked through 
the park there was tremendous cheer- 
ing. The 
official 
party entered car- 


riages and were driven to city hall 
where they were received by Mayor 
Low and the citizens' committee and 
escorted 
to the aldermanic chamber 


where the prince was given the free- 
dom of tho city and made a graceful 
speech in appreciation of the honor 
conferred upon him. The royal party 
then went to their carriages and, with 
Squadron A as an escort, drove np 
Broadway to Thirty-fourth street and 
thence to the Hohenzollern. The stay 
aboard the yacht was a brief 
one, 


however, for at 6:17 the prince, his 
suite and Admiral Evans, drove to the 
Metropolitan club where they were 
the guests of Mayor Low. Those who 
attended the dinner 
outside of the 


royal party were the presidential del- 
egates and several 
citizens, in all 


ninety-nine. 
There were no formal 


speeches.

Watson. secretary of (ho state board 
of health, has given out tho lollowing 
information regarding the small pox 
situation: 


"It is doubtful if any slate in tho 


union today is exempt Irom small pox, 
and tiio same is true1 of the Canadian 
pioviiices. In some of the statos. es- 
pecially the larger ones of the middle 
west, it is extensively scattered. As 
an illustration, reports just received 
from Michigan show the presence of 
the disease in 157 places in fifty-nine 
different counties. A similar report 
Irom Minnesota shows its prevalence 
in 113 localities, in filly-three different 
counties in that state. That the dis- 
ease is equally prevalent in some of 
the other states, we have every rason 
to beliovp. 


"Probably no section of the country 


has a smaller number of cases in pro- 
portion to the population than New 
England at the present time, and this 
is due largely, if not wholly, to the 
"vigilance and efficiency of the health 
authorities." 


In conclusion, Dr. Watson, who has 
ad valuable experience in small pox 
pidemics, maKes this potent recom- 
nendation: 


"If all persons were compelled to be 


vaccinated, and to be re-vaccinated 
once in five or ten years, small pox 
would be wiped out of existence in a 
single generation."

Imports from the United States show

from 


every other country importing to Mexi- 
co—except Germany—show a large de- 
cline. We gained $4,138.000. or 11.8 
per cent., while the total increase in 
imports was only $3,765,000, or 5.8 per 
cent. Added together, the other coun- 
tries show a decrease of $373,000. Our 
sales were 54.3 of the %vhole, against 
50.C in 1900. We sold Mexico $35,000,- 
000 and bought of her 
$58,000,000. 


American money and American cus- 
toms (engendered by these large joint 
interests) are i>ermeating the land of 
Cortex. These purchases of ours in- 
clude large amounts of gold and silver 
bullion. IIP net rcsulf'for us is that we 
sold 11.8 per cent, more and bought 
less than 
1 per cent, more than in 


1 DOd. Leaving out the gold and silver 
bullion, the balance of merchandise 
trade is in oi!'- favor. 


Mexico's weakness is her silver cur- 


rency, not redeemable in gold at par,

LAEGEST AMEEIOAH BUILT VESSEL 


SPANISH WAR DISPUTE. 


••w S«e»B»hI», 080 Feet Lon«, With

Bpevd of Seventeen Knots an Hoar, 
Will Fly Between New York and 
Antwerp. 
The new steamship Kroonland was 


launched, at Cramps' shipyard the oth- 
er afternoon in Philadelphia, says the 
New York Times. The tallow on the 
ways had frozen, and the Kroonland 
stuck to such an extent that it was 
accessary to use powerful hydraulic 
Jacks in order to slide her into the wa- 
ter. The launching of the Kroonland 
was of an informal character. Only a 
few invitations, and these verbal, were 
Issued. 


The Kroonland is of the same type 


18 the Vaderland and Zeeland and is a 
sister ship to the Finland, in course of 
jonstruction at Cramps'. Her contract 
speed is seventeen knots an hour. She 
is 580 feet long, which is twenty-six 
reet longer than the St. Louis or St. 
Paul, and has a register of 12,000 tons, 
>r -100 tons more thr.n the St. Louis or 
5t. Paul. She possesses every device 
'or the safety and comfort of passen- 
jers and carries the latest improved 
ippliances for the protection of life. 
Except in the one point of speed the 
Kroonland is the equal of the finest 
steamship afloat and will enable per- 
ions of moderate means to enjoy all 
.he luxuries of the fastest ocean grey- 
lounds. 
Passengers are to be carried on three 


leeks—the promenade, the upper and 
he saloon deck. Among the numerous 
listinct advantages offered is the loca- 
lon In the midship of all first and scc- 
>nd cabin saloon and staterooms, a 
K>int where motion is at a minimum. 
.Tor lighting and ventilation, In addi- 
ion to the numerous sidelights, there 
8 an unusually large trunk well cx- 
endiug through two tiers of decks, 
astefully

and 
lighted 


hrough a richly ornamented glass 
•oof. 


All the rooms are unusually large, 


ixcellently lighted and ventilated by 
he same process as on the St. Louis 
ind the St. Paul. In cold weather this 
ilr is heatod by passing over stt'am 
)ipes, and the heat thus supplied may 
>e regulated for each deck independ- 
•ntly. The interior rooms, which in 
nany vtssels are sometimes so dark 
is to require artificial light, are in 
hese lighted from overhead by oval 
glasses sufficiently large to give ample 
ight. For extra illumination electric 
ights are pro\ ided. All of these rooms 
re finished 14 mahogany. 
Everything possible has been done

trlbatlon— No Oalltlo^ of Powers. 
Wayne MacVeagb writes to the 


Washington Post an Interesting letter 
on the historical controversy over the 
opening of the Spanish war, which la 
now attracting so much attention. In 
it he says: 
< 


Looking back to tlie situation as It 


then presented itself to the diplomats 
resident here, it is easy to see ,why 
they made their fruitless appeals. Our 
demands upon Spain March 27, 1898, 
were: 


(a) Armistice until the end of October, 


negotiations meantime looking to peace. 


(b) Immediate revocation of reconcen- 


trado order and relief for those in the 
camps. 
, 


(c) If possible, If terms of peace are not 


satisfactorily settled by Oct. 1, .the presi- 
dent of the United States to be final ar- 
biter between Spain and Insurgents. 


Spain's concessions to us, April 10, were: 
(a) Armistice proclaimed, and In fixing 


the term of it the general in chief is dis- 
posed to concede all possible facilities. 


(b) Decree of reconcentration repealed 


and aid of all kinds granted and permitted 
to be given to the reconcentrados. 


(c) The responsibility for the destruction 


of the Maine to be submitted to the deci- 
sion of impartial and disinterested ex- 
perts, Spain agreeing to t>e bound by their 
decision. 


(d) The same full and generous measure 


of self government to be accorded to Cuba 
as Canada enjoys. 


In view of the situation thus created 


the representatives of the groat powers 
dispatched^! telegram which seems to 
me alike modest and unobjectionable 
and permeated with no spirit of hostil- 
ity whatever to our country- This tele- 
gram of April 34, 1898, seems to me not 
only quite within the privilege of the 
foreign representatives In communicat- 
ing with their governments, but I can 
readily appreciate now from their i»int 
of view it seemed to them to be their 
duty to communicate it, for I have nev- 
er entertained the slightest doubt that 
every one of the great powers of Eu- 
rope was at that time averse to our 
making war upon Spain to wrest Cuba 
from her. Perhaps Russia had no 
strong feeling upon the subject, as her 
traditional friendship for the Untied 
States and the absence of any special 
ground of sympathy -with Spain would 
ennblc her to judge the situation more 
Impartially than the other great pow- 
ers could be expected to do, but I am 
equally sure that no one even of the 
other powers ever for one moment en- 
tertained the idea of intervention by 
war in In-half of Spain and that all the 
talk with which we have boon regaled 
for the last three years about the im- 
minent danger of an armed coalition 
io«tile to us and which was prevented 
only by the action of the British gov- 
ernment is without a shadow of foun- 
dation In fact.

A Plan of Growing Out* •• 


Crop Alter Cora. 


In growing: oats and clover much de- 


pends upon the soil conditions, the Rea- 
son and the quality of seed ROWJ;, espe- 
cially of oats, remarks an Ohio Farmer 
writer in offering the folioAving opin- 
ions on these crops. 


We hear much said in season con- 


cerning the fertilization of the Avheat 
crop, but little, If anything, of the oat 
crop, which, after growing it for n suc- 
cession of years, we have learned to 
consider of greater importance in farm 
crops and feeding: than wheat. By ta- 
bles computed from actual chemical 
analysis it appears lhat oats draw 
from the soil considerably more plant 
food than Avheat, and at the same time 
these elements must be more closely 
available for the reason that the oats 
crop grows in u much shorter season 
and the Aveight of its demand for these 
foods is drawn upon a few clays pre- 
vious to the ripening of the grain. At 
this season it is usually very dry, 
hence causing the young clover to suf- 
fer greatly for Avant of available plant 
food, and if drought continues for a few 
days it is almost sure to succumb un- 
der the hot rays of the sun. In our ter- 
ritory the main crop of oats is grown 
after corn, chiefly because the crop can 
be sowed from ten to thirty dajs ear- 
lier than when the ground is to be 
broken. Many follow the plan of disk- 
ing the surface, and although laborious j 
upon the team it is quite effective. We- 
have always followed the plan of shal- 
low plowing with the corn cultivator,

The main point in following oats up- 


on oirn stubble is to guard against 
Avrv s, which is easily done by thor- 
ough cultivation before sowing and by 
.sdvung the seed Avith an evenness of 
depth in order that they may come on 
rapidly, Avith a good strong groAvth 
If tho ground lie broken in spring, one 
can hardly do enough rolling and pack- 
ing in order to preserve moisture and 
tirm the soil so that the crop may not 
loci ','0. 


Lodging of oats is almost sure 1o fol- 


low tlu> tilling of heads Avhero the soil 
is left loose and porous, Avithout the 
proper reserve of moisture to dissolve 
the required plant food so as to stimu- 
late proper growth of the stalk. 


A.YO always iiim to sow oats quite 


deep, Avith a good, bharp hood drill, 
and as t-oon us sown wo roll the sur- 
laoo down, Moving clover sood just 
ahead of this Avork. In so doing we 
got tho grains all at an even depth, 
Avh MV they sprout evenly and at the 
Bane time root well into tho soil. 


\Vo hoar many speak <if tho oat crop 


mining out after successive sowings. 
This need not be. so, for 
AVO seldom 


hoar of torn or wlK-at dotorioriatmg, 
mainly because AVO do something to 
keep (ho sood up to Iho standard.

as finely pulverized feed, such as old 
mill stones or the roller mills make. A 
very simple mill can be made with roll- 
ers that will not cost any more than 
the common farm grinder nnd still do 
practical work. I had one constructed 
which I used some time ago, writes an 
American Agriculturist correspondent. 


The rollers were composed of two 


inch pipe, and gearing was used from 
an old mower. These rollers were a 
little too small, but it did good work. 
It was run by a four horsepower. The 
rollers should be six inches in diameter 
and from eight to twenty inches long, 
according to tho amount of power at 
hand and the amount of feed to be 
ground. In tho Illustration b b are the 
feed rollers, a the hopper, c the main 
drive wheels, d a device for regulating 
the. flow of grain, e hand wheel for 
adjusting tlio fopd rollers, f pinion to 
connect tumbling rod on power, g belt 
wheel if steam power is used and h 
discharge spout for tho ground feed. 
There is a great advantage in a roller 
grinder, and lhat is it is geared down 
instead of gonroil up, nn all other mills, 
tnd consequently will run much easier.

NEW GUN FOR OUR ARMV 


RAPID MONORAIL 


Trnlnn Exceedln'? Hundred Mlle» an 


Hoar PHinnf <1 Fot Scottish Line. 
Tlcnewed interest in the monorail 


system of transit has been awakened 
by the proposition to construct a line 
between 
Edinburgh 
and 
Glasgow, 


plans for which have been submitted to 
the government board of trade for ap- 
provni, says a special cable dispatch 
from London to the New York Evening 
Journal. The speed to be attained on 
the proposed line is 11" miles an hour, 
which means that the iourney of forty 
miles wiil bo covered in twenty-live 
minutes. 


This system 'has attracted a great 


deal of attention since the plan to con- 
struct a monorail lino from Liverpool 
to Manchester was submitted to the 
railway committee of the house of 
commons and favorably reported on 
less than a year ago. Considerable op- 
position lias been encountered, but the 
extraordinary sp'eed possible to these 
trains and their safety have been irre- 
sistible factors in recommending them 
to the progressive. 


The features of the system are: 
It requires only a single rail at the 


apex of an A. shaped structure. It 
needs comparatively small locomotives 
It finds power for locomotion at e\ery 
point alono; its entire rail, and there is 
scarcely tinj limit to the speed possible 
to be attained. Ingenious drawbridges 
are arranged for crossings, and every 
appliance necessary to insure safety 
has been devised. 


The r.ehr system of the monorail is 


the one that has found most favor in 
England, although Mneral other sys- 
tems are in course of construction in 
\nrious parts of the continent. It is ex- 
pected that Vienna and Budapest, P>er- 
lin and JCosaes and Brussels and Ant- 
werp will be connected with each other 
by these systems before very long.

Springfield Rifle Will Supplant 


the Krag-Jorgenscti. 


AMEHIOAH WEAPQK DEEMED BEST 


On/ Account of It* Greatly Increased 


Mnule Velocity » Sew Buj:et o? 
Cupro Nickel Ham Been Invented 
For It—Dangerous Pl*'cc For Direct 
Fire tit. Three Thoanand Yarfls. 
No longer are the American soldiers 


to carry rifles designed by foreigners, 
Bajs the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. The 
edict has gone forth from the war de- 
partment at Washington that the Krag- 
Jorgeusen rifle is to be discarded, and 
the Springfield rifle of the make of 
1901 is to take its place. 


The new rifle is said to exceed all 


others in range, energy and penetrat- 
ing power, and at high angle firing its 
bullets will be effective, it is estimated, 
at 4,300 yards. 


The famous Mauser rifle of the Boers 


is credited with having killed British 
soldiers nt 3,700 yards. 
Lieutenant 


Colonel Counyuham of the Gordon 
highlauders was killed at 3,oOO yards, 
and there are .many well known cases 
of English officers and men falling at 
from 3,000 to 3,200 yards. 


The new American rifle is the prod- 


uct of the skill and Ingenuity of the 
government otflcers at the Springfield 
arsenal. It may be said to be a. devel- 
oped Krag-Jorgensen, inasmuch as 
many of the essential features of the 
Krag weapon are retained, while im- 
portant improvements luue been add- 
ed. The muzzle velocity of the bullet 
has been increased from 2,000 to 2.300 
feet a second. This is enormous veloc- 
ity fur a ball from a. .30 caliber Run. 


The old breeehloading Springfield 


yields a muzzle velocity of about 3,'-SO 
fret u second. The Mauser on a caliber 
of seven millimeters, or less than".:>() 
Inch, affords a velocity of about 2,'JO'i 
foot seconds. The new American gun 
has a heavier ball than the Manser, 
moving nt greater muzzle speed, and 
the result is naturally greater striking 
energy for the United States bullet. 
Even if the Mauser ball possessed ini- 
tial velocity eqnul to the American the 
latter, owing to the greater weight, 
would as the dh tanco increased great- 
ly preponderate in smashing and pene- 
trating power. 


The side box of the Krasr will lie 


abandoned. General Crozier, chief of 
ordnunc<\ attributes all the erratic 
shooting of llio present gun to this at- 
tachment. The piece is not evenly bal- 
anced, and (icin'inl Crazier thinks that 
tho muzzle is defected to the left at tlu> 
Instant of llrinj; by reason of the side 
box. In guns vu(h right handed rifling 
the drilt or deflection ot tho bullet 
should bo to the right, but in the case 
of tho Krag-Jorgensen a drift to tho 
right is not noticeable until 1,000 ya:dh 
have boon traversed, by which t'ine thi- 
ef feet of the muzzle deflection has been 
overcome. 


In the now gun the feed will be from 


a magazine, centrally located, and tho 
fho cartridges will lie charged in one 
motion. Xot only T ill tho piece be 
perfectly balanced, but the loading will 
be much more rapid than is now the 
caso. 


Cartridges with 
cannclurod heads 


will be used. Instead of a rim at the 
base of the cartridge case a narrow 
trough or gutter is cut around the en- 
tire circumference. The prongs of the 
extractors sink into the trough and se- 
cure a firm gr;p for the pulling out of 
the shell. The doing away with the 
base r|m permits of a closer packing of 
cartridges, since with the caunclurcu 
head tho shells lie snugly together 
along their entire length. 


Lead and antimony have constituted 


tho principal mixture for bullets of 
present day rill^s. As velocities in 
creased nickel jackets were placed over 
the bullets, since it was found that the 
soft lead would fly to pieces nnf.er tne 
terrific number of revolutions imparted. 
Nickel lias served satisfactorily up to 
2,000 foot seconds velocity, hut at high- 
er velocities decided tendencies to strip 
off are manifested. This fact has led to 
tho adoption of a still tougher and 
more cohesive jacUct made of cupro 
nickel. At the same time cupro nickel 
is sufficiently soft to permit of taking 
tho rifling and thereby imparting the 
necessary rotary motion to the pro- 
jectile. 


A muzzle velocity of 2,300 foot sec- 


onds would be accorded the new Amer- 
ican ritlc, It is said, but for the fact 
that the corresponding pressures in the 
gun are deemed somewhat high. To se- 
cure 250 feet a second at the muzzle 
tho chamber pressures approximate 
•19,000 pounds to the square inch. It 
was deemed wise not to let the pres- 
sure run above 43,000 pounds, and on 
this pressure it was found possible to 
secure 2,300 foot seconds. The increase 
over tho velocities of the present gun is 
300 feet a second. 


From !)00 ^oot a second of tho civil 


war period 'to the 2,300 foot seconds 
of today is the advance of forty jcars. 
Now tbnt telescopic attachments have 
been devised for nrmy rifles tho new 
American "weapon becomes a danger- 
ous ploco for direct fire at 3,000 yards. 
For high angle tiring its range should 
not bo loss than 4,500 yards.

a theatre. While there, according to 
Griffin's story they did not drink any- 
thing. On Sunday they started home 
and they were obliged to walk from 
Derry to Chester. On the way Griffin 
was taken with violent pains in his 
stomach, and he was unable to \valk. 
He claims to have begged Brown not 
to leave him, or he would die," but if 
" e did to notify someone where he, 


rriffin, could be found. 
He claimed that Brown responded 
dth an oath, and turned away and 
eft him. Brown arrived home at 11:30 
nd at once went to bed without say- 
ng a word to anyone as to his com- 
anicn's plight. 
Griffin arrived home 


j.t 6:30 in an almost exhausted condi- 
ion, both his feet were frozen and one 
f his legs. A physician was called, 
)ut he could not save Griffin's life, 
uid he died Monday as a direct result 


his exposure. 
Griffiin has always had a good 


•eputation, while Brown's is not of 
he best. 
The selectmen have been ordered to 


make an investigation and upon the
